Beck by marriage. McEvoy, the, 
alleged .bodyguard of the six-foot, • 
200 pound Beck Jr., invoked the 
fifth 90 times. 


"I don't think the Senate willi 


hesitate 30 minutes" in approving 
the citation against Beck, McClel- 
lan said. 


The chairman emphasized that 


he wants "to settle once and for 
all whether a witness can frivo- 
lously and capriciously invoke the

If the Senate approves the con-
